yesterday, but he (Covert) wanted to 
see th at flag floating over a united 
country, in- which there should be no 
class distinctions such as would be 
created by this bill. 
Mr. Cox (dem.), 
of Tennessee, followed in defense of 
the income tax. 
Mr. Johnson (dem.. Ohio) said he 
was for an income tax as against a 
tariff tax, but he believed that it was 
undemocratic, inquisitorial and wrong 
in principle. 
A man should be taxed 
for w hat he had rather than for w hat 
he needed; but he should only be 
taxed for w hat he had when it be­ 
longed to all. 
Mr. Dunn (dem., N. J.) scored the 
bill and denounced the free trade ten­ 
dencies of the house which made an 
income tax necessary. He characterized 
the action of the ways and means 
committee in fram ing the bill as being 
extremely sectional. 
Bourke Cochran said he regarded the 
income tax proposition as the begin 
ning of disintegration; as the enter­ 
ing wedge in a condition which would 
ultim ately result in the disfranchise­ 
m ent of a large number of American 
citizens. 
He reviewed the argum ents 
he gave in his speech a few wTeeks ago, 
in which he showed that the reduction 
of tariff would result in an increase of 
revenue. 
A tax on incomes would not 
be a relief for the poorer classes, 
for it would increase the rate of rent 
and increase the rate of insurance. 
If a man by his energy and industry, 
was enabled to secure an income of 
$15,000 or $20,OOO the government would 
swoop down on him and compel him to 
divulge his business secrets and tell 
his neighbors how he made his money. 
It would create a class to be known 
hereafter as the income paying class. 
He opposed this measure because in 
the whole history of the world proparty 
had been always able to take care of 
itself.

Admiral Benham Explains the Detroit's 
Action at Rio de Janeiro. 
Rio J a n e ir o , Jan. 31.—The United 
orates snip uetroit Monday morning 
fired on the insurgent ship Guanabara. 
A shot was fired across the rebel's 
bows as a warning that American 
merchantmen would he protected in 
moving up to the docks, and this hav­ 
ing no effect the Detroit fired again, 
lodging a shot in the stern post of the 
Guanabara. Admiral da Gama realizes 
now th at American merchantmen will 
be afforded the fullest protection. 
The American bark Julia Rollins, 
Cant Kiehne, from Baltimore, and the 
American schooner Millie J. II., Capt. 
Stuttis, from New York, were fired on 
by the insurgents during a night foray 
last week. 
Admiral da Gama, the 
commander of the insurgent forces 
here, visited Rear Admiral Benham, 
commander of the American squadron, 
and was emphatically told th at the in­ 
surgents must at once abandon the 
idea that they could with impunity 
fire upon American vessels. 
Admiral 
Benham asserted th at American ships 
would be protected by his fleet no 
m atter w hat part of the harbor they 
might happen to be. 
Admiral da Gama 
protested against this decision, but 
finally apparently yielded this point 
Saturday the American bark Amy, 
Capt. Blackford, from Baltimore; the 
American bark 
Good 
News, Caph 
Myrick, also from Baltimore, and the 
Julia Rollins gave notice th at they 
were going to the Saudre piers. 
Ad­ 
miral da Gama learned of this Sunday, 
and notified Admiral Benham th at if 
the three vessels attem pted to go to 
the piers referred to he would fire on 
them. 
Admiral Benham a t once re­ 
plied that the vessels would go to the 
piers if they wanted to and th at he 
would send the Detroit to protect them. 
If the Detroit could not furnish >fuffi- 
cient protection every vessel of the 
American squadron would be employed 
in the work of protection. 
Early in the morning five insurgent 
tugs and armed merchantmen pro­ 
ceeded to where the American vessels 
were at anchor and hovered about 
them, apparently w aiting for them to 
get under wav, when they would fire 
upon them. 
There was great activity 
displayed on board the American war­ 
ships and soon the sharp tones of the 
boatswains' whistles could be heard 
piping the crews to clear the ships for 
action. 
At 5 o’clock the Detroit hoisted its 
anchors, 
and, with 
shotted 
guns, 
steamed in beside the insurgent w ar­ 
ships. 
Trajano and Guanabara, both 
of which were lying close to the Good 
News. 
As the Detroit took up its posi­ 
tion a musket was fired from the Gua­ 
nabara a t the Good News. The De­ 
troit at once fired a six-pound shot 
across the bows of the Guanabara, 
whereupon the latter vessel replied 
with what is supposed to have been a 
blank cartridge. 
The Detroit then 
turned one of its guns upon the Guana­ 
bara and sent a small shell into its 
stern post and was on the point of de­ 
livering a broadside at the insurgent 
ship when the Guanabara signaled that 
it would stop firing. 
An American citizen, G. M. Rollins, 
who has acted as the agent of Admiral 
da Gama in the arbitration negotia­ 
tions. visited all three of the Ameri­ 
can merchantmen and offered to have 
them towed at the expense of the in­ 
surgents if they would not go to the 
piers. 
This the captains of the mer­ 
chantm en agreed to. 
This arrange­ 
ment was reported to Admiral 4a 
Gama on board his flagship, the Liber- 
dade. 
lie then said: 
“It :3 too late. 
The glass is broken. 
I must yield to this foreign fleet of su­ 
perior force. 
I will resign and give 
my sword to the American admiral.” 
Later in the day Admiral da Gama 
called a council of his officers, expect­ 
ing th at all of them would seek an 
asylum on board the American fleet, 
but the younger officers would not 
yield. 
It was stated at the council 
th at Admiral Benham had offered Ad­ 
miral de Gama and his officers asylum 
on board of the American warships. 
W hat the final result of the trouble 
between the fleets will be is not 
known, but there is one thing th at is 
evident to everybody, and th at is th at 
the American merchant vessels are 
J protected in every part of the bay. 


Am erican and Foreign n e r t s May Yet 
Com e to Blow s. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 31.—In expressive 
language an official of the navy de­ 
partm ent characterized the gist of the 
official confirmation of the press dis­ 
patches from Rio this morning. 
“ We 
are informed,” he continued, “ th at to 
protect American commerce some of 
our fleet escorted some vessels from 
the offing to the dock; th at the rebels 
fired at 
the escort, and th at Ad­ 
miral Benham 
turned things loose 
and began to hunt for satisfaction 
and revenge at compound interest. 
That is practically all th a t we have 
heard up to noon. 
The cabinet is now 
discussing the news.” 
Some im portant news has been ex­ 
pected since yesterday, hut it was not 
thought to be of such a sensational 
character, although ultim ate hostili­ 
ties are looked for. The news is in 
effect th at Great Britain was about to 
recognize the rebels as belligerents; 
that the rebels would immediately 
thereafter establish a blockade, which 
the United States would promptly 
proceed 
to 
demolish 
so 
far 
as 
American commerce was concerned. 
W hether Great Britain would venture 
to extend aid to the belligerents was 
not told; nor was Great Britain’s ob­ 
ject in recognizing the rebels given, 
It was also believed th a t Germany 
might follow Great Britain's lead.

A SKIRT WITH TRAIN. 
©cutiary, a dress of light woolcrepon or 
veiling, or a gauze, tulle or lace dress, 
looks prettier when made over an under­ 
skirt. 
The little darts by which skirts have 
been adjusted to the waist for some time 
are now as far as possible avoided and 
the fullness over the hips obtained by 
slightly gathering the material in front 
and at the sides. The best way of mount­ 
ing a skirt in this way for those who 
have not much experience is to prepare a 
band—a piece of material—put on the 
hooks and eyes at a sufficient distance 
from the ends to allow them to cross 
about one inch at the back, and then ei­ 
ther place the band round the waist of 
the person for whom the dress is intend­ 
ed or else on a dress stand made exactly 
to the figure. The skirt should be care­ 
fully pinned on the band, allowing 
enough fullness that it may not drag. 
When a thread has been run through 
the fullness to draw it in position, the 
skirt and band may be sewed together 
with confidence that the former will 
bang well. 
The skirt lining or underskirt must 
not be gathered with the material, but 
should be adjusted with darts, and any 
skirt to be worn under a bodice with 
basques should be arranged in the same 
way to avoid clumsiness round the waist. 
The fullness at the back is mounted, 
sometimes in close gathers, sometimes in 
plaits, while often the skirt is cut so 
that a few little gathers suffice to pro­ 
duce ample folds at the bottom, and 
finally skirts are made fitting closely to 
the waist without any plait at the back, 
but this is a very difficult style to wear 
and suits only quite young girls with 
perfect figures. It is sometimes neces­ 
sary to fasten the fullness of the dress be­ 
hind by a few stitches to prevent the 
plaits being displaced when walking. 
For evening wear a suitable trained 
skirt may be made by a pattern consist­ 
ing of front, side widths and back, which 
last is cut on tho straight way of the ma­ 
terial down the center of the back seam, 
the shaping at the sides throwing the 
train out fan shaped. 


H ow ta P re p a re I t In Its D a in tie st and 
M ost D elicate F orm s. 
The price charged by butchers for 
sausage is about double what the sau­ 
sages would cost when made at home, 
It is no more trouble, if there is a good 
meat chopper in the house, to make them 
than it is to make hash. The meat chop­ 
per, moreover, is a very useful utensil 
for other purposes—chopping croquettes 
and meat for salads and hashes—and it 
is especially valuable for chopping raw 
meats for soups. These ought to be 
chopped in order to extract the full value 
of the juices. Such a meat chopper for 
family use will cost about $2.50. A 
week’s supply of sausage meat can be 
easily made at once. When properly 
packed in a broad mouthed jar, with a 
layer of lard on top, it will keep perfect­ 
ly in a cold place, but it should be made 
as often as once a week to be in perfec­ 
tion. 
A simple rule for sausage furnished 
in the New York Tribune calls for 7 J 
pounds of lean pork, 21 pounds of fat 
pork, 3 ounces of salt, half an ounce 
of summer savory, three-quarters of an 
ounce of sage and an ounce of ground 
pepper. Chop the meat thoroughly, add 
the seasoning, mix in and chop again, 
Sausage meat like this is much better 
than when it is {lacked in little cases, as 
it usually is in the butcher’s shop. 
The ordinary way of frying sausages 
is not the best way of cooking ' em, ac­ 
cording to the authority quoted. 
A far 
better one is to put them in the oven on 
an ordinary baking tin, turning them 
from one side to another until they are 
brown on both sides. In a hot oven they 
will cook in this way in IO or 15 min­ 
utes. 
be pricked thoroughly to prevent them 
from bursting under the heat. When 
sausage meat is used, cut it into squares 
or form it into round cakes about three­ 
quarters of an inch thick and let it cook 
in the same way.

and sprinkled over the sausages just be­ 
fore they are put in the oven. If the 
sausages are then served with a rich 
brown sauce and a sprinkling of minced 
parsley for a garnish, they will be a very 
delicate dish for breakfast. 
Another good way of serving sausages 
is with “fingers” of brown toast and 
mushroom sauce. Cook the sausages in 
the oven or on top of the stove, aa you 
prefer, only be careful that they are j 
not cooked till they are hard and flavor-j 
less. They should be well browned on 
both sides and thoroughly done in IO 
minutes’ cooking. Nothing is more ob­ 
jectionable than underdone pork. Ar­ 
range 12 sausages cooked in this way on 
a hot platter, separate them by fingers of 
toast, heat a good brown gravy, mince 
six mushrooms and add them to the 
sauce, and let them simmer in it for six 
minutes; then pour the sauce around 
the sausages and toast. 
Another way of serving sausages is 
with apple sauce or on a bed of beans. 
The beans should be soaked over night, 
and the water in which they are soaked 
should be poured off them in the morn­ 
ing; then put in a pot. To a pint of beans, 
measured before soaking, add a table­ 
spoonful of butter and a small onion 
with a clove stuck in it. Cover with cold 
water and cook slowly until tender, add­ 
ing water as the water boils away. When 
the beans are soft, remove from the fire. 
Season with salt and pepper, take out the 
onion and serve them. 


A B oiled B read P u d d in g . 
For those who are fond of plum pud­ 
ding, a boiled bread pudding, made by 
the following recipe, is recommended: 
Take a pound of stale bread and pour 
over it a quart of boiling milk and let it 
soak one or two hours; then rub it quite 
fine with the hands. Add 5 well beaten 
eggs, 2 cups of sugar, half a cup of mo­ 
lasses, a wineglass of brandy, half a nut­ 
meg grated, half a teaspoonful of ground 
cloves, the grated rind of a lemon, half 
a pound of suet chopped fine and IJ 
pounds of raisins. Boil it for four hours. 
Serve with a rich brandy or wine sauce. 


O range P u d d in g . 
Oranges arc a healthful fruit, and 
there are many ways of using them be­ 
sides the usual method of eating them 
raw as a dessert. A good pudding may 
be made from six ordinary sized ones, 
cut into small pieces, sprinkled with a 
coffee cup of sugar and left to stand 
one hour. Boil until well cooked a pint of 
sweet milk, a half cupful of sugar, a large 
tablespoonful of cornstarch, the yolks 
of 4 eggs, and pour over the oranges and 
sugar. Beat the whites of the eggs to a 
stiff froth and spread on the above; 
sprinkle on a little sugar and {jut into 
the oven to brown. To be served cold.

There is more economy in filling the 
firepot full of coal than in putting in 
only a small amount. 
Do not use a poker on the top of the 
fire. It is bad management in the use 
of hard coal. The grate in the furnace 
will remove the ashes and clinkers, thus 
allowing free passage for air through the 
fire. 
In tilling the furnace with coal the 
smoke pipe damper should be opened and 
tile ash pit door and slide closed; other­ 
wise the smoke and gas will be forced 
out of the feed door.

case. 
The twelve who swrore to­ 
gether to tho same thing were not 
jurors, yet the custom is supposed to 
have some connection with the origin 
of juries. 
When W illiam the Con­ 
queror with his army entered Eng­ 
land, 1066, and finally settled down 
to rule tao land, he, in order to 
secure information as to the con­ 
dition of the kingdom, demanded a 
general survey and census of tho 
realm. 
One method employed was 
to require twelve men of the neigh­ 
borhood to give the facts under oath. 
From this usage of gaining inform a­ 
tion there grew up in the courts the 
practice of deciding disputes by tho 
same agency. 
Rural claim ants to an estate were 
decided by tho oath of twelve men, 
and were presented to the court for 
trial by the oath of twelve men. 
Trial by ordeal and trial by battle 
were also methods of deciding cases 
by twelve sworn witnesses. 
It was 
when other ways failed th at the 
ordeal was ordered. 
The English 
method of witnesses or jurors, called 
compurgation, was extended to the 
surrounding country. 
As trial by 
battle and the ordeal was discon­ 
tinued tho custom became universal 
of forming a jury of twelve to decide 
the guilt or innocence of one pre­ 
sented 
for trial. 
This body was 
called a petit jury, in distinction 
from the larger body which mado 
the accusation or indictment, and re­ 
ceived the name of tho grand jury. 
In tho time of Edward IIL, 1327, 
witnesses were added to the jury. 
One hundred years later 
were no longer added to 
but were exam ined and 
amined in open court, 
used their own knowledge of the 
facts in making up th eir minds until 
300 years later, when they were re­ 
quired to decide w'holly upon evi­ 
dence given in open court. 
The 
jury system was 
transplanted to 
America from 
England. 
Some of 
the states have abolished the grand 
jury; in some a grand jury may be 
composed of only five persons. 
In 
some states juries of less number 
than twelve are authorized in some 
of the lower courts.
